New. York City—Years ago 
when the waltz was at the height 
of its popularity seme one wrot2 
na song called, “I’m Logking for 
the Man Who Wrote ‘The Merry 
Widow Waltz’.” Today folks are 
looking for, and wondering about 
the man who first introduced the 
fox-trot. ‘The fox-trot, like a 
rood book that finds a place in the 
literary world, occupies a perma- 
nent niche of fame in the d&nce 
world. The man who first intro- 
duced the fox-trot, back in 1913, 
Al Friedman, is right on Broad- 
way and 47th Strect In the hub 
of theatrical activity. 


The story of how the fox-trot 
swept. the country is the story of 
Al Friedman’s ability io recomnize 
a good dance step, and his origin- 
ality and perseverance in promot- 
ing his find. 

Al Friedman first saw thgstcp 
in an uptown New YorlWdance 
hall, and was struck by its sim- 
plicity. It had an air of sophis- 
tication, and yet was simple and 
catchy enough to be_ easily 
learned. Friedman’s enthusiasm 
for the new dance made a com- 


bined dancing master and orches- 
tra director out of him. He took 
a band on the road, entered a 
town, and announced that he was 
there to teach the fox-trot. 
Supplying his own music, and 
teaching the dance himself, the 
New York director, soon had the 
whole country fox-trotting. Dane- 
ing texuchers joined his classes, 
and young [riedman left a string 
of fox-trot disciples behind him, 
as he moved from town to town. 
“While the fox-trot has. 
changed a little,’ explains Mr.. 
Friedman, “it is fundamentally: 
the same as when I started teach-' 
ing. Young people still like to, 
dance to sentimental tunes and’ 
the song which they can make, 
personal is still the song which, 
they ask for most. ‘If You See’ 
Sally, which is so popular just; 
now, isgjust the song that would! 
have been popular ten years ago. 
Jt iclls the old story of the boy 
who leaves his girl behindwhen he, 
goes to the city—and his wonders 
ing if she still earcs the same. It’s 
the old story in just a different 
way. Many orchestra leaders de-.
